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Extols Wilson at 
Memorial Meeting 



Hon. William H. Berry 
is Speaker at Elm Hall 



"The most stupendous thought that 
ever took possession of my mind next 
to that of my personal responsibility 
to God is that of the power of one 
or two men to make or break our 
country.' ' 

This was a statement made by Hon. 
William H. Berry, the leading speak- 
er at the memorial service in honor 
of Wood row Wilson held in the fire- 
men's hall last Sunday afternoon. It 
was made by the speaKcr in paying 
tribute to Mr. Wilson 's service to the 
country in getting through Congress 
the Federal Reserve Bank Bill, which. 
-Mt. Berry said, enabled America to 
turn the scales against Germany and 
win the war. He said the Reserve 
Bank plan, as administered by Mr. Wil- 
son 's administration, took power from 
a few mien in high finance and dis- 
seminated it. It was built on the 
basic principle of enabling any man 
to borrow money at any time on any 
real asset to offer as collateral. 

The meeting was largely attended 
by admirers of. Mr. Wilson of both 
Political parties. it was held under 
the auspices of the Narberth Democ- 
ratic Club, and was presided over by 
Mr. Arthur W. Burns, its president, 
who introduced the speakers. Rev. 
John Van Ness opened the meeting 
with prayer. 

Mr. Berry spoke of his having 
campaigned with Mr. Wilson in sev- 
eral of the Northwestern counties of 
Pennsylvania, and of his having spent 
an hour and a half with 'him in the 
White House to talk over the banking 
situation.- While Mr. Wilson said that 
he spake only from an academic stand- 
point Mr. Berry realized that he wns 
face to face with a man who wns the 
master of the subject under discussion. 

Mt. Berry paid high tribute like- 
wise to Mr. Wilson's work for the 
League of Nations. The then Presi- 
dent's notes- to -the Czar -and" the Kni-" 
scr in the earlier part of tire war were 
really dc facto to the American people, 
and meant the harmonization of the 
people in a solidarity never realized 
before. "There never was a diplomat 
till Woodrow Wilson appeared," he 
cried. He said with feeling and amid 
applause that he pledged all he had 
and was to carry out the work that 
Mr. Wilson had begun and for which 
he gave his life. 

"Wilson has triumphed — it is we 
that have failed," said Mrs. O'Con- 
nell, of Philadelphia, in adding her 
meed of praise. "He was great be- 
cause he sacrificed himself for others." 
His whole lifowork seemed to have 
been a preparation for the high office 
which he reached by the will of the 
people. 

Another speaker was Mrsr. Ella Du- 
ane Davis, of Philadelphia, whose hus- 
band, Dr. Davis, was an intimate friend 
of Mr. Wilson, their friendship dating 
from their college__duys at Princeton. 
Both were members of the class of 
1870. It was her husband, she said, 
who first suggested Dr. Grayson as the 
ideal man to become Mr. Wilson's 
physician. Her busbnnd had often 
been called in consultation as Mr. 
Wilson's health succumbed to the 
drain of his arduous labors. 

Verses in praise of the ex-President, 
written by a Narberth man who wish- 
ed his identity concealed', were read by 
Mr. Haws. These verses are printed in 
another part of this issue. America 
was sung at the beginning ot the meet- 
ing, Miss Marion Haws at the piano.

In further ipiest of the elu-:ive 
mystery of it all, our scribe hied t 
Wynnewood Manor, where lie was for 
tunate in coming across the Rudolph 
lads gaily attired in their new Tuxedo 
suits. It was soon apparent, however, 
that nothing was to be learned here, 
as neither Gordon nor Buddy could be 
persuaded to let the general public in 
on the inside story of the affair. "There 
will he no advance information, none 
whatever," declared Gordon, "as .this 
affair will he altogether different from 
anything of the kind which has ever 
happened before.

Building Boom in 
Narberth Coming 



Three Large Develop- 
ments Expected in Spring 



Indications are many that Narberth 
and vicinity will experience consider- 
able activity in building this spring. 
Several large developments within the 
Borough or at its borders are either 
under way or being planned. 

Permits have been issued to Wallace 
& Warner to erect twenty-two houses 
in the tract of land known popularly 
as Harsh 's woods, north of Sabine ave- 
nue, embracing Berkley and Conway 
avenues, not cut through, but on the 
Borough plan. 

The original plans as submitted to 
the Building Inspector called for ten 
tv in houses and one triple house, to be 
designed in varying types of architect- 
ure. Later one of the houses was drop- 
ped because of the crowding which 
would result. The operation will in- 
volve over $2(10,(100. 

The plans were approved ami the 
permit granted, although several mem- 
bers of Council expressed themselves as 
not approving the plan for a street. 
The new development is to lie served 
hy a new street, to he called Beech- 
wood Lane, which will lead off froni 
sahine avenue. It will lie curved, turn- 
ing to Berkley avenue. The objections 
of Council lie in the fact that the p'.oii 
calls for a street narrower than Bor- 
ough specifications, which would pre- 
vent its ever being accepted as part 
)f the town highway system. 

Workmen are already busy in the 
woods, cutting down a large part of the 
tiniher to make way for the operation. 
Part of the stand of trees will be pre- 
seived, to furnish shade for the new 
houses. 

It is said on good authority that an- 
other operation of equal pretensions 
will soon be undertaken in the tract of 
ground lying south of Meeting House 
Lane. The operation, which, it is plan- 
ned, will consist of 12 double houses, 
will also be. built on a new . street,, 
which will curve from Iona avenue, 
near Windsor, to Meeting House Lane. 

The operation will be undertaken by 
,Sargent & Co., who purchased the 
ground from Messrs. Fletcher W. Stites, 
A. J. Loos and John Albreeht. 

These plans involve the same feature, 
objectionable to Council, that the 
others do, that is, a narrow street. The 
Highway Committee has been exceed- 
ingly strict in the ruling that new- 
streets must observe specifications in 
w idth and surface before the Borough 
will accept them, and Council is en- 
deavoring to prevent "White Ele- 
phants" on the Borough map. 

The third large operation in the offing 
involves "Sullivan Field," the home 
grounds for two years of the Narberth 
Baseball Team. Thirty-four houses are 
included in the plan to build up the 
large tract below Rockland avenue. 
This operation is not in the Borough 
limits, but will be a part of Narberth 
community.

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Suplee Eelected New 

Building Inspector 

of Borough 

; Public Hearing Scheduled 
on Zoning Bill 

j George B. Suplee, Street Commission- 
er of the Borough of Narberth, was 
■elected Building Inspector at the Feb- 
ruary meeting of Council last Monday 
night. 

Mr. Suplee will succeed J. Taylor 
: Darlington, who formerly held that pb- 
j sition. The new Inspector is also High- 
way Commissioner, Secretary of the 
Board of Health, Health Officer, Re- 
corder of Vital Statistics and Treasurer 
of the Narberth Fire Company. 

He has offered his resignation as Sec- 
retary of the Board of Health evtid as 
Health Officer, so as to be able to de- 
vote more of his time to the new posi- 
tion. As building develops in the Bor- 
ough, and in the face of a coming 
series of projects, the job of Building 
In-pcctor will be an important one. 

Councilman Walton M. Went?., Chair- 
man of the Committee on Highways and 
Sewers, was elected President of Coun- 
cil pro tern, in the absence of President 
Hall. 

The report of the auditors was re- 
ceived, but was sent back for explana- 
tion and correction in some of the de- 
tails. A communication from the Post 
Office was rend, asking that steps be 
taken to, enforce the numbering of 
houses. 

Zoning Ordinance 

Two new ordinances were introduced. 
The most important of these was the 
!ong-aw«iteil Zoning Bill, urged by the 
Civic Association and other local bodies 
as a necessity for the protection of the 
Borough's future growth. 

The bill, presented by Wm. J. Hen- 
derson, Chairman of the Ordinance and 
Law Committee, is conservative in 
structure, yet is designed to afford pro- 
tection to properties in the Borough. 
The proposed restrictions will limit 
i-oimnetcial buildings, including stores, 
public garages, etc., to the fire limits 
of the Borough, which embraces the 
central section of town, and to Wood- 
bine avenue, from Hampden to Iona, 
v. here there is now a business section. 

In this way the present residential 
section?; will be protected from the in- 
vasion of stores. Individual properties 
will he protected by another clause 
which proposes to limit the proximity 
of one property to anotner. A mini- 
mum of 8 feet between building lines 
on at least one side will avoid too 
close crowding of ho'.ses, and is de- 
signed to prevent the increasing nuis- 
ance of a private garage being stuck 
under the window or front porch of an 
adjoining property. 

The proposed ordinance was not in- 
troduced as a finished product, but sim- 
ply defines the general scope of the 
completed plan. It passed first reading, 
and will he brought up for final action 
ne'it month. 

Public Hearing 

In the meantime, however, the Build- 
ing Committee of Council has decided 
to give the bill a public hearing, to 
permit all interested residents to make 
such suggestions ns may improve or 
strengthen the legislation. Mr. E. C. 
Griswold in Chairman of the commit- 
tee. 

The public meeting will be held next 
Monday night, February 18th, at 8.00 
o'clock. All ' builders and other resi- 
dents with ideas on protective zoning 
are asked to appear at this meeting, 
which has been called to assure every- 
one of u hearing before the bill becomes 
a law. 

The other ordinance presented offer- 
ed several amendments to the building 
code. The proposed changes wiM nffect 
the section dealing with permits, fees 
and inspections. 

New Hose 

Five hundred feet of new hose has 
been ordered for the Fire Department. 
This is necessary to bring the total 
amount up. to a point where part can 
be set aside for drying without leaving 
the apparatus without equipment. 
Hugh W. Brown, Chairman of the Po- 
lice and Fire Committee, learned that 
on February 1st the price of the nose 
would advance 10c per foot.! He there* 
fore- placed the "order ■ in advance of

GARDEN NOTES 



LOWER MERION HIGH 



If St. Patrick's Day is the time to 
sow garden peas and siwcet peas out- 
doors, when is the time to bow seeds 
of annual flowers indioorsf 

Granted that we know just how to 
go about the operation and are the 
lucky possessors of a heated sun-porch 
or a sunny Southern window we should 
say that about March first to fifteenth 
would be a good time. Not that the 
sun is required to germinate seeds, in 
fact it is the heat they need, and shade 
— not lifftit, until the little seedlings arc 
start<-<l. After that heat and light is 
required, especially bottom heat, with 1 
the sod constantly moist. ! 

Let us for the moment puss by the' 
hardy perennial's, the more desirable] 
ones are better bought as plants and! 
must he planU-d in late summer or j 
fall, if we are rais-ing our own peren 
nials from seed the time to start thenii 
is in late summer so that they can be I 
placed for next spring's bloom. 

Then the seeds we will sow now will • 
be annuals for this season 'is- blooming.; 
If we want to raise our own vegetable: 
plants such as tomatoes, peppers, egg ! 
plants, cabbage, very early lettuce andj 
so on we will want to start the seeds | 
early. i 

Among the best of the annuals are! 
the Spencer varieties of Sweet Pens, i 
they cannot be transplanted so tliev 
inu-t be sown outdoors. This same rule 
applies to Poppies-. Mignonette, Porta 
laca. Xigella. Ccnturoa Imperialis and 
Eschscholzia, the latter all in enrlv 
May of course. 

Starting with edging plants we will 



want Ageratum — 'Little Blue Star, 5 
inches tall, and Alyssum — Little Gem, 
White, 4 inches tall. Lobelia — Crystal 
Palace Compacta is an edging plant 
pur excellence. 

The tall Double Stock Flowered An- 
nual Larkspur comes in blues, pink, 
red and white, '.W inches tall, and is 
one of the most satisfactory annual's 
in the garden. 

The perennial larkspur or Delphin- 
ium, by the way, is one of the few 
good perennials that can be moved at 
any time as it is ever-blooming, so 
put some plants of the tall hybrids on 
your list. 

Snapdragons in all colors and in 
various heights are indispensable, some 
of the new pink named varieties are 
beautiful and remember that mowt 
gardens can stand lots of pink. 

Asters for late summer cut-flowers 
are easily raised, although plants in 
separate colors are available nearby 
at reasonable prices. 

Annual White (Jvpsophila for arrang- 
ing with other flowers will help you 
make pictures of your decorations. 

(tenuis in pink and white in the 
early varieties can he started early, 
altogether many prefer the tall late 
Lady Lennox type that can be sown 
outdoors in May. 

The subject of flowers from seed is 
a lengthy one so that we will continue 
in the next issue.

A NEW PLAN 



The Xiirhoilh Building and Loan 
Association is about to launch an in- 
iniviit ion. 

During the past year or more the 
demand for mortgage loans on Xar- 
lier residences has reached such pro- 
portions that the Minds available are 
insufficient to take care of the loans 
desired. Many of our residents- and 
prospective residents have been build- 
ing or buying their own homes and 
would prefer, as a matter of conven- 
ience, to place their mortgages in Nar- 
berth, if possible. Although the rc- 
cipts of the a •s..ciat ion arc from iflb\- 
im.hi to $2(1,01X1 or more monthly, this 
amount is no sufficient to meet the 
applications for conservative loans 
which arc prex-nl 'd at the monthly 
meet :ngs. 

The innovation refeired to is this. 
The directors of the association have 
derided to issue loan certificates bear- 
ing interest at five per cent on :iny 
amount loaned to th." association with 
a minimum of five hundred dollars. 

It is felt that many persons have 
surplus funds or funds awaiting in- 
vestment which they will place with 
the association until they have other 
use for the money. 

Tin' rat'C of interest is in excess of 
that paid on checking accounts or sav- 
ing fund deposits and the security is 
unquestioned. 

The legal borrowing capacity of the 
association is over $150,00(1 and the 
amount of the proposed loans and 
bank loans will be kept conservatively 
within that figure. 

The Xarberth Building and Iv.«in 
Association is a chartered co-operative 
organization and its profits go to no 
one but its stockholders. It has two 
objects and purposes. The first is to 
afford an easy mid systematic way if 
saving and, to provide a means of ac- 
cumulating a fund for permanent in- 
vestment at the maturity of the shares. 
The second is to enable and assist its 
stockholders to purchase their homes. 

It i.s expected that the forthcoming 
report of the association f :r the year 
ending February 2!< will show a profit 
to the Nharcholilers of about S.-K/r and 
that the ,37th series, opening Thursday, 
March fi, will be heavily subscribed.
